Proposed Classroom Building 


We received a change in the Federal 


Hog Cholera Quarantine this week, 
reports County Agnet Gene Sears. This 
change will affect all swine producers in 
the area of the county under the Federal 
Quarantine. The Federal, Quarantine 
affects all of Navarro County West of 
Interstate 45 and Highway 14. 


Tlie new regulation states that any hog 


in this area must have a permit to move 
for any purpose. This means animals for 
slaughter as well as feeder and breeder 
animals. Under the old regulation, 
animals could be moved to slaughter 
without a permit, but this is no longer 
possible. 


All of Navarro County is still under the 


State Quarantine which would still affect 
the eastern part of the county. 


State and Federal inspectors are 


checking all highways in the area. 
Anyone that is caught moving hogs 
without a permit will be prosecuted. 


To secure a I permit, caU David 


McAngus, State Inspector or the County 
Agents Office. Veterinarians in the 
county can issue permits, but the cost is 
borne by the swing producer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


rise in wholesale prices accel- 
erated in April, handing the 
Nixon administration a setback 
in its effort to control inflation, 
the Labor Department reported 
today. 


The department 
said its 


wholesale price index advanced 
by three-tenths of one per cent in 
April, . with its key industrial 
commodities index going up by 
four-tenths of one per cent. 


The increase was even larger 


on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
with the over-all index increasing 
by five-tenths of one per cent and 
industrial prices by the same 
amount. 


The April increase followed a 


slackening in wholesale prices in 
March, when the index advanced 
by only two-tenths of one per cent 
on both an unadjusted and 
seasonally adjusted basis. 


The department said farm 


products showed no change in 
April, while prices of processed 
foods and feeds actually declined 
by two-tenths of one per cent. But 
on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
prices of farm products in- 
creased by 1.4 per cent, with the 
cost of processed foods and feeds 
unchanged. 


The department said the April 


advance brought the index to 
113.3 per cent of the 1967 average, 
3.1 per cent higher than the same 
month a year ago. This meant 
that it cost $113.30 to purchase the 
same amount of wholesale goods 
that 100 bought in 1967. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


blamed the increase in the in- 
dustrials index on "renewed 
strength in prices of metals and 
metal products." Prices of these 
products had leveled off in recent 
months.

Emphasis on cleaning up Corsicana 


and improving its public image will 
continue into May according to reports 
made Wednesday to City Manager Bob 
Brockman by the city department 
heads. 


During last week's observance of 


Trash Round-Up Week, carried out 
statewide across Texas, Corsicana 
trucks and/crews "hauled over 200 
loads" of all types of refuse, according to 
Earl Hellher, newly appointed acting 
Sanitation Superintendent. Hellner 
voiced his thanks to all the other 
departments, water, sewer and street 
departments for the help they' gave. 


, ; Street Superintendent Larry ;DeMoss' 


department supplied two trucks which 
accounted for 87 loads of refuse hauled to 
the dump grounds. 


And City /Manager Brockman voiced 


his thanks to all personnel for the 
assistance they gave. 


Much remains to be trucked away, 


Hellner added, and will be as city per- 
. sonnel can get around to it. 


On two other fronts—deteriorated 


houses and junked cars—progress 
reports were outlined. Don Massey, in 
his first day as acting police chief, 
reported a check with the city attorney's 
office reveals 50 complaints on removing 
junked cars from the streets and yards 
:are in process and an officer had been 
assigned Wednesday to concentrate on 
notifying owners of other vehicles to 
remove them. 


Building Inspector Delma Ware 


reported that he has completed a survey 
in the process of condemning sub- 
standard houses in Housing Area 2 as 
designated in the master plan. "We 
found 102 houses" beyond repair. To date 
there are 71 of these houses in some 
stage of condemnation process," he 
said. He broke this down with the ex- 
planation that appeals have been filed by 
owners of eight houses, in 38 cases where 
.condemnation notices have gone out 
owners still have "time left" of the 30- 
day period in which to comply; owners 
have not been traced in 11 condemnation 
cases pending, and 14 cases have been

forwarded to the city attorney for follow 
up action to bring about compliance. 


"These things take time and we are 


proceeding as fast as we can," he noted 
while taking care of other duties he 
performs. 


Ware added he had not been aware of 


"how big garage sales were in this 
town" until the new zoning ordinance 
required permits be obtained. "The 
ordinence has been in effect now for five 
days and we have issued 24 garage sale 
permits or an average of five a day and 
already we have had to go to a cross- 


index filing system so we can keep up 
with how many they have hed." The 
ordinance spells out an individual may 
have two a year, or once every six 
months. 
". Manager , Brockman informed 
the 


department heads that he and City 
Engineer Jack Matthews are now in the 
process of drafting a new "disaster 
preparedness plan" and put them on 
notice that in the future when a severe 
weather alert occurs, or a natural

AUSTIN (AP)—Legislators approved 


and sent to the governor today a massive 
tax bill that would raise living costs for 
drivers, smokers, ordinary consumers 
and corporations. 
- 


The House accepted the Senate's tax 


plan, which consists mainly of consumer 
levies, by an 86-60 vote. 


This fell short of the, 100-vote, two- 


, thirds majority needed to put the 
'measure into effect July'l, trimming $70 
million from the $684 million bill. 


However, a move was expected later 


in the day to reconsider the vote and try 
again to get the two-thirds majority. 


Liberals and Republicans opposed the 


bill but failed, 88-55, to persuade the 
House to reject it and appoint a joint 
conference committee to write a com- 
promise tax bill. 


"I think this bill is responsible," 


declared Rep. Ben, Atwell of DeSot, near 
Dallas. He was House Tax Committee 
chairman. 


Atwell contended business would pay 


$265 million in added taxes over two 
years because of the bill. 


But liberals contended the measure 


was—in the words of Rep. Dave Allred of 
Wichita Falls—"an onerous burden on 
the people who. elected us to come down 
here and represent them." 


The record tax bill was needed to pay 


for new state spending for 1972-73, 
mainly for. welfare and education. 


Speaker Gus Mutscher had tried 


during the morning to assemble a two- 
thirds majority. 


Mutscher decided Wednesday to ask 


House members to accept the Senate 
bill, writen as a substitute for a tax plan 
approved by the House in March. 


"No tax measure is popular nor 


perfect. There are features of this bill 
with which I personally disagree. 
However, major legislation of this type 


is composed of compromised," Mut- 
scher said. 


With revenue estimates based on the 


July 1 effective date, the tax bill would: 


—Increase the state;sales tax from 


3.25 :to 4 per cent for0$32J;1 million in 
revenue over the next two years. The 
sales tax rate in cities with the 1 per cent 
local sales tax would be five per cent. 


—Raise the motor vehicle sales tax 


from 3 to 4 per cent and extend the tax to 
car rentals, $84.5 million. 


—Boost the corporation franchise tax 


by $1.25 per $1,000 assets, $108.1 million. 


—Add 3 cents a pack to the cigarette 


tax, for a total of 18.5 cents, $46.7 million.

Retiring 
Reviews His 19 
With Department Here 


Police Chief Doug Hightower 


has seen lots of changes and 
improvements made in the 
Corsicana Police Department 
since he joined it almost 19 years 
ago as a walking beat officer and 
rose through the ranks to chief. 


At his request Tuesday, the 


City Commission accepted his 
resignation and returned him to 
his former position as assistant 
chief over the department's 
criminal division. 


He gave "personal reasoris" for 


offering his resignation which 
came less than a month after he 
had been re-appointed to another 
two-year term, but chose not to 
elaborate on them in the letter or 
afterwards. His resignation was 
accepted by the Commission with 
regret, and in a "swapping", his 
chief subordinarit Asst. Chief Don 
Massey was appointed the new 
acting chief of police by the 
mayor and confirmed by the 
Commission. 


"There is no truth to the rumor 


I was asked 
to resign," 


Hightower stated emphatically 
Wednesday. "I have my reasoris 
and I hope the community will 
accept the situation and support 
the new police chief, the police 
department and the City Com- 
mission who are all trying to 
make this a better place to live." 


Hightower said further, ."I 


went back to my old job-- 
assistant chief—and I am happy 
and satisfied. I hope this serves to 
stop the rumors floating around 
town." 


When he reported to work 


today (Wednesday) it was back 
to his old desk as head of the 
criminal investigation division 
working directly 
with 
the 


division's two other members, 
Capt. Fred Gray and Detective 
Ted Warren. 


When Hightower joined the 


department Oct. '20, 1952, he 
recalls he was a "walking beat 
policeman, walking the streets 
and shaking the doors" checking 
possible break-ins. 


Corsicana then operated with 


its police department working 
two 12-hour shifts, 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m., and 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. 


"We had .14 men, seven to a 


shift plus Chief Bruce Nutt and 
two cars. One was a'traffic' car 
working from 10 a.ni. to/10 p.m. 
and the other was called the 
'squad car'. It was operated with 
two men 24 hours a day," 
Hightower related. The men 
worked six days a week. 


Today, the department works 


three eight hour shifts, has a 
force of 28 personnel including 
women dispatchers (two) and a 
woman police records clerk in 
addition to the chief for a total of 
29. in the department. Corsicana 
has adopted civil service for the 
department, and now has ranks 
from 
patrolman 
sergeant, 


lieutenant, detective, captains, 
assistant chief and chief. Its fleet 
of vehicles totals seven; four of 
which are assigned to "radio 
patrol" .working both traffic and 
other type complaints, a car for 
the criminal division detectives, 
one for the assistant chief and a 
chief's car, which is made 
available to the department and 
used when there is a breakdown 
of patrol cars/Officers constantly 
are attending training courses for 
self-improvement. 


While the police department 


has grown in manpower, working 
hours have been reduced and 
working conditions improved, 
vastly salarywise from the days 
when he joined, the department 
also boasts modern 
tran- 


sistorized police radio equip- 
ment, police teletype service, 
radar, and built-in burglar alarm 
systems linking various business 
firms, industries and banks 
directly with police headquar- 
ters. When anything triggers an 
alarm, officers in modern, fast 
police cars rush to the scene. 


Chief Hightower, now again 


Asst. Chief, noted with obvious 
pride in his letter of resignation 
to the City Commission that 


during his two-year tenure as.; 
head of the department there had J 
been no outbreak of major crime,! 
nor had any civil law suit been 
filed against the department. 


He praised the department as 


one of the best of its size. 


In his rise through the ranks,, 


Hightower served under six1 


chiefs beginning with Chief Bruce; 
Nutt, then Pete McCain, W. A.:; 
Massey, late father of new acting 
Chief Massey, Claude Patterson, 
Will Sheppardli;recruited from. 
South Texas and who returned to 
his former hometown less than 
two months later, and finally 
under his immediate predecessor' 
W,C. "Bill" Ohstott. ;^ 
, 


In 1955 when the department! 


went; to an eight hoiir shift,; 
Hightower was promoted to 
sergeant on the third (late) shift' 
working li;p.m..to 7 a.m.

Jury Awards Settlement 
In Condemnation Suit 


A jury in 13th District Court 


Monday awarded a settlement of 
$1,400 to Frank Massey of Kerens 
for the purchase of .53,7 acres of 
his property east of Corsicana by 
the State and Navarro County for 
the purpose of widening Highway 
31. 


In the suit on condemnation, 


Massey, represented by at- 
torneys Jack Hardee and Robert 
Fields of Athens, sought a set- 
tlement of between $7,500 and 


$9,000 for the property. 


The State and Navarro County, 


represented by attorney J. D. 
Jacobs and Criminal District 
Attorney Jimmie Morris sought a 
settlement of between $800 and 
$1,309.50 for the property. 


The jury had to decide on three 


issues. First, it had to determine 
the market value of the land 
taken for highway use; second, it 
had to determine the market 
value of the remining land (2.842)

With summer weather coming on, 


Corsicana has noted an upsurge in water 
usage, Willard Davis, water and sewer 
treatment superintendent, revealed, 
reporting 98 million gallons pumped in 
April. With people using more water, 
Ronnie Slater, head of the water 
collections and accounts department, 
said his personnel are having to con- 
centrate on their "public relations" as 
higher consumer bills result. 


Davis reported Corsicana had reduced 


its costs of sewer treatment from 22.6 to 
16.6 per cents 1,000 feet of effluent ef- 
fecting considerable savings for the city. 
At the same time he reported improved 
treatment techniques as the disposal 
plant had brought the BOD (biological 
oxygen demand) down from 37 to 27 
parts per million, and suspended solids 
down from .28 to 24 parts per million, 


moving doser to the Texas Water 
Quality Board demanded standards for 
both BOD suspended solids of 20 parts 
per million. This was the average for the 
month, with some days down to the state 
required standard and others above. 


Corsicana, Davis noted, has 13 per- 


sonnel, eight from the sewer department 
and five from the water department, in 
attendance at the waste water "short 
school" still in progress here under 
sponsorship of the Water Quality Board 
with instructors furnished by A&M

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Three from County 
Back NCAC Projects 


Before D. C. Committee

Three Navarro Countians have 


returned from Washington, D. C., 
where they testified before the 
House Committee on Labor and 
Education seeking national 
reports of progress in programs 
under the federally funded 
Economic Opportunity Act. 


Returning from the Capital late 


Friday following two days of 
testifying and meeting with 
Texas solons and getting in just a 
wee bit of sightseeing were Sam 
McDonald, Wolf Brand Products 
employe and president of 
Navarro County Action Com- 
mittee; Drew Gillen, Blooming 
Grove farmer and community 
leader; and Jerome Vacek, 
NCAC executive director. 


Testifying before the com- 


mittee chaired by Rep. Carl 
Perkins of Kentucky, McDonald 
and Gillen cited many instances 
of service to underprivileged 
families of the County, and Vacek 
asked for continuation of such 
programs as "Head Start" and 
"Operation Mainstream" and 
clarification of 
"Mainstream" 


application to rural areas. 


McDonald, said a number of 


members of his own family have 
benefited from participation in 
the 
Neighborhood 
Youth 


Program (NYC), including a 
daughter who was on NYC here 
last year and is now working in 
the Inventory Dept. of prestige 
store Neiman-Marcus in Dallas. 


"There are many 
other 


examples of how these projects, 
working together, have helped 
our youth and adults," he said, 
"but I can tell you, from personal 
experience, I know what these 
opportunities have meant About 
a month ago, my family moved 
into a new home which was made 
possible by the FHA 235 Loan 
Program of which we are all 
proud," 


In concluding, he requested 


that the OEO "be preserved and 
strengthened to carry out the 
objectives of the Economic 
Opportunity Act (EGA) ... 
working through its local 
grassroots citizen organizations 
like the Navarro County Action 
Committee, Inc..". 


Charter NCAC member Mc- 


Donald earlier cited jobs and 
benefits of such programs as 
"Operation Mainstream", 
funded in 1967 with $140,000 from 
the Dept. of Labor, which last 
year served 94 adults, some 40 
per cent of them over 54 years of 
age, all but three of whom had 
less than a high school education 
(mostly less than eight years), 
and six of whom were illiterate. 


He said 27 of the trainees went 


directly into jobs and three others 
into advanced training schools. 


He also noted that a number of 


jobs were provided in NCAC- 
connected services, including two 
school library employees, a 
receptionist at the Food Stamp 
Office, two maintenance people,

Insects are another problem. 


To prevent diseases, apply spray 
as soon as new growth com- 
mences in the spring. For further 
details on summer care of roses, 
contact the! county agents office 
for a fact sheet about Rose Care. 


,We have also received a 
number of calls concerning .the; 
galls or balls on the stem, and 
leaves of pecan trees which is 
known as Phylloxera. 


The 
pecan 
phylloxera, 


Phylloxera devastatrix Perg., 
and the pecan leaf phylloxera, P. 
notabilis Perg., produce galls on 
the new growth of pecans. 
Leaves, twigs and Huts may be 
affected. 


The galls are conspicuous 


swellings which attain a size of 
from one-tenth to 1 inch in 
diameter. They are caused by a 
soft-bodied insect which'is closely 
related to aphidsi 


The winter is passed in the. egg 


state in crevicesVinithe 'bark. In 
the spring, the egg hatches and 
the/tiny nymph feeds on the 
tender, young growth, apparently 
secreting a substance which 
stimulates the plant tissues to 
develop into galls.

First roses of spring are often 


small and poor quality with faded 
colors. But proper care during 
the first warm temperatures will 
insure better flowers throughout 
the fall and early winter. 


Roses need good cultural 


practices and care, These include 
fertilizing, watering, mulching, 
disease and insect control and 


scale cohtrbr will prevent the 
development of phylloxera. If 
dormant oil is not applied, use 2 
pints of nicotine sulfate plus 6 
pounds of soap; 3 pounds of 25 per 
cent malathion wettable powder.; 
or two and a half pounds of 10 per 
cent gamma ispmer BHG wet- 
table powder;per 1M ^aliohs Of 
water when the leaves are one- 
third grown.
